[Utility  Undergrounding  Task  Force] 

Resolution  creating  a  Utility  Undergrounding  Task  Force  to  advise  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  concerning  the  future  of  utility  undergrounding  in  San  Francisco  and 
to  complete  its  work  by  September  1,  2005. 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has  an  extensive  program  to 
remove  overheard  utility  poles  and  replace  them  with  underground  facilities;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  July  1997,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  an  agreement  between 
the  City  and  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Co.  ("PG&E")  that,  among  other  things,  required  the  City 
to  establish  by  legislation  42  miles  of  underground  utility  districts;  and, 

WHEREAS,  By  December  1999,  the  City  had  legislated  42  miles  of  underground  utility 
districts;  and 

WHEREAS,  Except  for  major  capital  improvement  projects  such  as  Third  Street  and 
Octavia  Boulevard,  the  City  has  not  legislated  any  additional  underground  utility  districts  since 
December  1999;  and 

WHEREAS,  While  the  July  1997  agreement  required  PG&E  to  complete 
undergrounding  the  42  miles  of  legislated  underground  utility  districts  by  January  1,  2002, 
PG&E  now  expects  to  complete  the  project  by  December  2006  at  the  earliest;  and 

WHEREAS,  Since  December  1999,  many  San  Franciscans  have  expressed  interest  in 
having  their  neighborhoods  designated  as  underground  utility  districts;  and 

WHEREAS,  Due  to  the  costs  of  completing  the  undergrounding  in  the  42  miles  of 
legislated  underground  districts,  resources  for  the  next  phase  of  utility  undergrounding  may  be 
limited;  and 
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WHEREAS,  As  PG&E  nears  completion  of  the  undergrounding  in  the  42  miles  of 
legislated  underground  utility  districts,  the  City  may  be  in  a  position  to  legislate  additional 
underground  districts;  and 

WHEREAS,  Members  of  the  general  public  and  residents  of  San  Francisco  have  a 
strong  interest  in  utility  undergrounding  projects  and  policies;  and  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
establishes  a  Utility  Undergrounding  Task  Force  consisting  of  twenty  (20)  members  who  will 
represent  the  following  officials  and  groups:  each  Supervisor  shall  designate  one  (1)  member 
from  his  or  her  district;  the  Mayor  shall  designate  four  (4)  members;  the  Director  of  Public 
Works  shall  designate  one  (1)  member;  the  General  Manager  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  shall  designate  one  (1)  member;  PG&E  may  designate  one  (1)  member;  SBC 
Communications,  Inc.  may  designate  one  (1)  member;  Comcast  may  designate  one  (1) 
member,  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED.  That  the  Utility  Undergrounding  Task  Force  shall  provide  the 
City  with  input  on:  (1)  improving  procedures  for  legislating  underground  utility  districts  in  the 
future;  (2)  determining  the  best  method  for  allocating  the  resources  that  are  available  for  utility 
undergrounding;  (3)  seeking  ways  to  increase  the  resources  available  for  utility 
undergrounding;  (4)  studying  ways  to  reduce  the  cost  of  utility  undergrounding;  (5) 
coordination  of  utility  undergrounding  with  other  streetscape  projects,  utility  projects  or  any 
other  project  where  undergrounding  could  simultaneously  undertaken;  (6)  consideration  of 
alternative  methods  such  as  the  creation  of  parking  benefit  districts  or  community  benefit 
districts;  and  (7)  any  other  matters  that  the  Utility  Undergrounding  Task  Force  shall  deem 
appropriate;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  requests  the  City 
Administrator's  Office  to  provide  support  for  the  Utility  Undergrounding  Task  Force;  and,  be  it 
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FURTHER  RESOLVED,  The  Task  Force  may  begin  meeting  once  quorum  is  reached, 
and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  appointment  of  members  to  the  Utility

Resolution  urging  all  San  Franciscans  to  implement  prevention  measures  to  reduce  as 
much  as  possible  their  risk  of  contracting  the  flu. 

WHEREAS,  the  2004-2005  flu  season  will  soon  hit  San  Francisco  with  an  expected 
peak  in  January  -  February  2005;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Department  of  Public  Health  (DPH)  received  1 1 ,430 
doses  of  flu  vaccine  last  week-  far  less  than  the  approximately  70,000  doses  required  to 
vaccinate  all  members  of  the  federal  Centers  for  Disease  Control  (CDC)-defined  high-risk 
populations  in  San  Francisco;  and 

WHEREAS,  While  the  Department  of  Public  Health  is  hoping  to  receive  additional  doses  of 
the  vaccine  during  the  flu  season,  these  additional  doses  will  likely  still  not  cover  San 
Francisco's  CDC-defined  high-risk  populations;  and 

WHEREAS,  It  has  been  proven  that  preventive  measures  are  effective  in  combating 
the  onset  of  the  flu  and  that  if  these  measures  are  embraced  at  both  a  personal  and 
organizational  level  in  San  Francisco  we  will  be  successful  in  reducing  the  prevalence  of  flu 
during  the  2004  and  2005  flu  season;  so  therefore  be  it

•  Avoid  touching  your  eyes,  nose  and  mouth  to  limit  contamination  transmission 

•  Employers  should  assure  that  hand-washing  facilities  are  readily  available;  and  be  it

7.  Health  care  workers  involved  in  direct  patient  care 

8.  Out-of-home  caregivers  and  household  contacts  of  children  who  are  6  months  of  age 
or  younger;  and  be  it

("First  Five  Commission"  or  "Commission"),  in  consultation  with  the  Childcare  Planning  and 
Advisory  Council,  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District,  the  Department  of  Children, 
Youth  and  Families,  and  community  stakeholders  should  submit  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
in  September  2004  a  proposal  for  a  universal  preschool  program  for  San  Francisco;  and

Resolution  supporting  the  reform  of  California's  Landfill  Financial  Assurance  Rules  to 
ensure  that  the  risks  of  long  term  landfill  liabilities  do  not  become  a  financial  obligation 
of  the  state  and  local  governments  and  their  taxpayers. 

WHEREAS,  the  California  Integrated  Waste  Management  Board  is  considering  a 
request  from  its  staff  to  reform  current  financial  assurance  rules  because  of  their  concern  that 
those  rules  will  not  achieve  their  intended  function  of  protecting  state  and  local  governments 
from  the  enormous  costs  of  remediating  failed  landfills  in  the  future;  and 

WHEREAS,  Sierra  Club  California  and  the  Grassroots  Recycling  Network  have 
commissioned  a  report  by  the  report  for  a  Competitive  Waste  Industry,  entitled  "Day  of 
Reckoning:  Protecting  California  Taxpayers  from  the  Looming  Landfill  Crisis"  in  response  to 
the  California  Integrated  Waste  Management  Board's  request  for  public  comment  regarding 
the  appropriate  length  of  the  post-closure  period  for  municipal  solid  waste  landfills;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  report  notes  that  the  traditional  debate  regarding  financial  assurance 
for  landfill  closure  has  focused  on  whether  "the  post-closure  period  [should]  be  longer  than  30 
years"  and  "[whether]  the  current  assurance  mechanisms  for  routine  care  during  the  post- 
closure  period  are  adequate;"  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  report  states  that  this  manner  of  framing  a  debate  overlooks  the  real 
issues  for  the  State  if  it  is  to  protect  itself  from  billions  of  dollars  in  liabilities  at  orphaned 
landfill  sites  which  had  been  privately  owned;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  report  asserts  that  the  care  period  for  landfills  is  infinite  given  that 
liners  will  ultimately  fail  even  after  the  post-closure  period  -  barriers  only  postpone,  but  do  not 
prevent  pollution;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  current  landfill  financial  assurance  only  covers  minor  routine  care,  things 
such  as  mowing  the  lawn,  monitoring  samples  and  delivering  leachate  to  sewage  plants,  but 
the  full  range  of  possible  costs  from  abandoned  sites  may  be  100  times  greater;  and, 

WHEREAS,  these  costs  consist  of  remedial  corrective  actions  and  third  party  injuries 
that  are  likely  to  arise  after  the  standard  post-closure  period;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  report  proposes  an  innovative  market-based  insurance  approach  it 
calls  "Extended  Environmental  Impairment  Landfill  Insurance"  which  is  designed  to  address 
long-term  landfill  liabilities  during  and  beyond  the  post-closure  period;  and, 

WHEREAS,  its  recommendations  call  for  retention  of  the  full  value  of  insurance  funds 
until  the  end  of  the  post-closure  period  because  of  the  significant  probability  of  unanticipated 
costs  and  the  requirement  that  payments  into  trust  funds  be  accelerated  using  a  "sum-of-the- 
years"  digits  approach,  amongst  other  things;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  recommendations  contained  in  the  report  are  intended  to  ensure  that 
the  public  is  protected  from  the  potentially  exorbitant  costs  associated  with  the  long-term  care 
of  landfills;  now,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  recommends  that  the  California 
Integrated  Waste  Management  Board  pursue  action  to  implement  long-term  and 
comprehensive  landfill  financial  assurance  mechanisms  for  privately-owned  landfills  which: 

•  Retain  the  full  value  of  the  assurance  funds  in  the  mechanism  until  the  end  of  the  post- 
closure  period  because  there  is  a  significant  probability  that  unanticipated  maintenance 
expenses  will  arise; 

•  Require  that  payments  into  trust  funds  be  accelerated  using  a  mechanism  such  as 
sum-of-the-years  digits; 

•  Require  that,  if  a  surety  bond  and  letter  of  credit  is  cancelled,  the  State  shall  be 
assumed  to  have  exercised  its  right  to  claim  the  funds  under  the  mechanism  on  the 
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120th  day  following  notice  of  cancellation  unless  the  State  affirmative  acts  to  forego  its 
right  to  do  so  prior  to  that  time; 
•    Prohibit  financial  tests,  which  are  based  upon  the  owner's  balance  sheet,  as  not 
perceptibly  better  than  captive  insurance,  which  the  Board  has  previously  disfavored.

WHEREAS,  Ingrid  Betancourt  was  kidnapped  by  the  Revolutionary  Armed  Forces  of 
Colombia  (FARC)  guerrillas  on  February  23,  2002  while  campaigning  for  president,  and  has 
been  held  captive  ever  since;  and  in  recognition  of  this  month's  marking  her  1,000th  day  of

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Planning  Commission  removed  the  area  of  the  City 
referred  to  as  western  South  of  Market  "western  SoMa"  from  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods 
rezoning  process  and  declared  that  the  zoning  of  western  SoMa  would  not  be  considered 
again  until  the  area  had  undergone  a  comprehensive  community-based  planning  process; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  community  has  repeatedly  expressed  a  desire  to  use  the  existing 
zoning  as  the  starting  point  for  such  a  planning  process;  and, 

WHEREAS,  There  is  a  consensus  that  immediate  attention  be  devoted  to  the 
preservation  of  existing  housing,  particularly  in  the  alleys  of  western  SoMa,  where  affordable 
housing  currently  serves  the  working  class,  families,  longtime  residents,  elderly,  artists, 
musicians  and  others;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  mixed-use  character,  which  includes  service  and  light  industrial  jobs, 
residential  uses,  and  arts  and  entertainment  opportunities,  helps  to  define  what  is  unique  and 
desirable  about  living  in  western  SoMa;  and, 

WHEREAS,  There  is  a  need  for  more  community-serving  retail  and  commercial  uses; 

and, 

WHEREAS,  Improvements  to  transportation,  open  space,  street  safety,  bicycle 
circulation,  and  mass  transit  need  to  be  included  in  any  comprehensive  planning  effort;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 
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RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  establish  a  Western  SoMa  Citizens' 
Planning  Task  Force  ("Task  Force")  to  advise  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  Planning 
Commission  on  planning  for  western  SoMa  and  to  carry  out  the  following  duties: 

(a)  Using  existing  zoning  as  the  starting  point  for  an  analysis  of  land  use  decisions 
that  will  shape  the  future  of  the  entire  community; 

(b)  Map  and  evaluate  existing  Residential  Enclave  Districts  (REDs)  and  consider 
modifications  to  existing  RED  zoning  map  boundaries; 

(c)  Recommend  basic  RED  preservation  policies  including  height,  density  and 
design  guidelines; 

(d)  Map  and  evaluate  land  uses  proximate  to  existing  and  proposed  REDs  and 
develop  basic  height,  density  and  design  guidelines  in  order  to  provide  a  buffer  between 
REDs  and  areas  where  more  intense  development  might  be  allowed; 

(e)  Map  overall  western  SoMa  existing  land  use  conditions; 

(f)  Recommend  policies  for  the  preservation  of  service  and  light  industrial  jobs, 
residential  uses,  and  arts  and  entertainment  opportunities; 

(g)  Consider  policies  to  guide  increased  heights  and  density  along  the  major  arterial 
streets  where  appropriate; 

(h)  Recommend  policies  that  promote  more  community-serving  retail  and 
commercial  uses  and  that  encourage  improvements  to  transportation,  open  space,  street 
safety,  bicycle  circulation,  and  mass  transit;  and 

(i)  Develop  recommendations  to  ensure  that  the  creation  of  a  future  Folsom 
Boulevard  be  developed  in  such  a  manner  as  to  complement  all  of  the  above  referenced 
goals;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Planning  Department  shall  provide  administrative 
support  for  the  Task  Force;  and  be  it 
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FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Task  Force  shall  consist  of  22  members,  who  shall 
not  be  compensated  and  who  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  their  appointing  authorities,  to  be 
appointed  as  follows: 

(a)  The  Supervisor  representing  District  Six  shall  appoint  three  members; 

(b)  The  Planning  Director  shall  appoint  one  member; 

(c)  If  it  is  his  pleasure,  the  Director  of  the  San  Francisco  County  Transportation 
Authority  shall  appoint  one  member,  if  the  Director  chooses  not  to  exercise  his  appointment, 
the  Supervisor  representing  District  Six  shall  appoint  the  member; 

(d)  The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  appoint  17  members  as  follows:  one  of  whom  shall 
have  been  a  resident  of  western  SoMa  for  more  than  3  years,  one  of  whom  has  been  a 
resident  of  western  SoMa  for  less  than  3  years,  one  of  whom  resides  in  a  Single  Room 
Occupancy  hotel  in  western  SoMa,  one  of  whom  is  a  youth  in  western  SoMa,  one  of  whom  is 
raising  a  family  in  western  SoMa,  one  of  whom  is  a  senior  in  western  SoMa,  one  of  whom 
operates  a  local  business  in  western  SoMa,  one  of  whom  works  with  a  community-based 
organization  in  western  SoMa,  one  of  whom  represents  the  arts,  one  of  whom  represents  the 
entertainment  industry,  one  of  whom  is  a  non-profit  developer,  one  of  whom  is  a  for-profit 
developer,  one  of  whom  is  a  bicycle  advocate,  one  of  whom  is  a  parks  and  open  space 
advocate,  one  of  whom  is  a  transportation  advocate,  one  of  whom  is  a  preservation  advocate 
and  one  of  whom  represents  labor;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  members  shall  serve  for  the  duration  of  the  Task 
Force;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  quorum  of  the  Task  Force  shall  be  twelve  members; 
and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Task  Force  shall  meet  no  less  frequently  than  every 
four  months;  and  be  it 
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FURTHER  RESOLVED,  In  the  event  that  any  member  misses  three  regularly 
scheduled  meetings  of  the  Task  Force  within  a  year  without  giving  prior  notice  to  the  Task 
Force,  the  Task  Force,  or  its  designee,  shall  certify  in  writing  to  the  member's  appointing 
authority  that  the  member  has  missed  three  meetings.  On  the  date  of  such  certification,  the 
member  shall  be  deemed  to  have  resigned  from  the  Task  Force;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  in  the  event  a  vacancy  in  the  Committee  membership 
occurs,  the  successor  to  the  vacant  position  shall  be  appointed  in  the  same  manner  used  to 
select  the  previous  occupant  of  that  position;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  members  of  the  Task  Force  shall  convene  the  first 
meeting  within  30  days  of  receiving  notice  of  the  appointment  of  a  quorum  of  the  membership; 
and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  provisions  of  this  resolution  and  the  operation  of  the 
Task  Force  shall  expire  3  years  from  the  passage  of  this  resolution.

Resolution  authorizing  the  issuance  and  delivery  of  multifamily  housing  revenue  bonds 
(as  defined  herein)  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $19,200,000  for  the

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an  initial  interest  rate  not  to  exceed  twelve  percent  (12%)  per  annum  for  the  Bonds,  and  which 
shall  have  a  final  maturity  date  not  later  than  January  1 ,  2039.

This  Board  hereby  finds  and  determines 
that  this  Resolution  constitutes  final  approval  of  a  proposal  that  may  result  in  housing 
assistance  benefiting  persons  of  low  income  within  the  meaning  of  Section  36005  of  the 
California  Health  and  Safety  Code  (the  "Health  and  Safety  Code").  This  Board  also  finds  that 
the  units  of  housing  for  persons  of  low  income  to  be  provided  by  the  Project  are  being 
financed  in  significant  part  with  Proposition  A  (Affordable  Housing  Bonds)  proceeds  approved 
by  the  voters  in  November,  1996,  such  that  to  the  extent  required  under  Article  XXXIV  of  the 
California  Constitution,  the  Project  has  been  approved  by  the  voters  of  the  City.  Furthermore, 
this  Board  finds  and  determines  that  the  City's  support  of  the  Project  does  not  constitute  an 
activity  to  "develop,  construct,  or  acquire"  a  low  rent  housing  project,  in  that  the  City's 
activities  are  limited  to  those  described  in  Section  37001.5(e)  of  the  Health  and  Safety  Code, 
including  the  provision  of  assistance  to  the  Project  and  monitoring  compliance  with  the 
conditions  of  such  assistance. 

Section  10.    Ratification.  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  the  officers  and  agents  of  the 
City  with  respect  to  the  sale  and  issuance  of  the  Bonds  and  to  the  First  Amendment  are 
hereby  approved,  confirmed  and  ratified. 

Section  1 1 .    General  Authority.  The  proper  officers  of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized 
and  directed,  for  and  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  do  any  and  all  things  and  take 
any  and  all  actions  and  execute  and  deliver  any  and  all  certificates,  agreements  and  other 
documents,  including  but  not  limited  to  those  documents  described  in  the  Indenture  and  the 
other  documents  herein  approved,  which  they,  or  any  of  them,  may  deem  necessary  or 
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advisable  in  order  to  consummate  the  lawful  issuance  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  and  to 
effectuate  the  purposes  thereof  and  of  the  documents  herein  approved  in  accordance  with  this 
Resolution. 

Section  12.  All  documents  referenced  herein  as  being  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  are  located  in  File  No.      041573  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this 

resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein.

WHEREAS,  The  Airport  Commission,  by  its  Resolution  No.  91-0210,  adopted  on 
December  3,  1991  (as  supplemented  and  amended,  the  "1991  Master  Resolution"),  has 
authorized  the  issuance  of  San  Francisco  International  Airport  Second  Series  Revenue  Bonds 
(the  "Bonds")  for  any  lawful  purpose  of  the  Airport  Commission;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  Airport  Commission,  by  its  Resolution  No.  97-0146,  adopted  on  May 
20,  1997  (as  supplemented  and  amended,  the  "1997  Master  Subordinate  Resolution"),  has 
authorized  the  issuance  of  San  Francisco  International  Airport  Second  Series  Subordinate 
Revenue  Bonds,  including  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport  Subordinate  Commercial 
Paper  Notes  (collectively,  the  "Subordinate  Bonds"),  for  any  lawful  purpose  of  the  Airport 
Commission;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Airport  Commission,  by  its  Resolution  No.  02-0010,  adopted  on

Transaction  Confirmation  (collectively,  the  "Swap  Documents");  and, 
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WHEREAS,  In  the  Swap  Resolution  and  in  accordance  with  Section  5922  of  the 
California  Government  Code,  the  Airport  Commission  found  and  determined  that  entering  into 
the  Swap  Transactions  will  result  in  a  lower  overall  cost  of  borrowing  when  used  in  connection 
with  the  issuance  of  the  Refunding  Bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  December  2,  2002,  following  a  Request  for  Qualifications  authorized

WHEREAS,  The  Airport  Commission  has  determined  that  it  may  be  necessary  or 
desirable  to  use  Airport  Subordinate  Commercial  Paper  Note  proceeds  to  make  termination 
payments  relating  to  the  Swap  Transactions  and  to  pay  the  transaction  costs  of  the  Swap 
Transactions  and  the  costs  of  issuance  of  the  Issue  32/33  Bonds  or  other  Refunding  Bonds 
issued  in  connection  with  such  Swap  Transactions;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  4.1 15  of  the  Charter  provides  that  the  Airport  Commission  has  the 
exclusive  authority  to  plan  and  issue  airport  revenue  bonds  for  airport-related  purposes, 
subject  to  the  approval,  amendment,  or  rejection  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  each  issue; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  2.62  of  the  Administrative  Code  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  provides  that  such  revenue  bonds  shall  bear  a  rate  of  interest  not  to  exceed  that

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  time  for  sale  of  Refunding  Bonds  shall  end  on 
December  31 ,  2007,  and  each  reference  in  Resolution  Nos.  583-98,  224-99  and  1 13-02  of  the 
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Board  of  Supervisors,  as  amended,  to  "March  31,  2006"  as  the  final  date  upon  which 
Refunding  Bonds  may  be  sold,  are  hereby  amended  to  read  "December  31 ,  2007";  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Twelfth  Supplemental  Resolution  and  the 
amendments  to  the  1991  Master  Resolution  contained  therein  as  adopted  by  the  Airport 
Commission,  are  hereby  approved;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  Variable  Rate  Bonds  shall  be  issued  pursuant  to  the

with  such  Swap  Transactions,  is  hereby  approved  and  authorized;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  forms  of  Variable  Rate  Bond  Documents  and  Swap 
Documents  and  the  execution  thereof  by  the  Commission  are  hereby  authorized  and 
approved,  with  such  changes  as  the  Airport  Director  shall  deem  necessary  or  advisable  in 
consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  and  with  terms  up  to  the  final  maturity  of  the  Bonds  to 
which  each  such  document  relates;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That,  subject  to  the  parameters  set  forth  herein,  the  Airport 
Director  is  authorized  to  enter  into  one  or  more  Swap  Transactions  with  qualified  swap 
counterparties  from  time  to  time  in  its  Swap  Pool  and  rated  at  least  "A"  and  "A2"  by  Standard 
&  Poor's  Corporation  and  Moody's  Investors  Service,  respectively,  and  to  execute  and  deliver 
the  necessary  Swap  Documents;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  provisions  of  the  Prior  Board  Resolutions,  except  as 
subsequently  modified,  are  hereby  ratified,  approved  and  confirmed;  and,  be  it 
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FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  approvals  contained  in  this  Resolution  shall  extend  to 
any  amendments  to  the  1991  Master  Resolution,  the  1997  Master  Subordinate  Resolution, 
the  Twelfth  Supplemental  Resolution,  the  Swap  Resolution  and  all  resolutions  of  the  Airport 
Commission  supplemental  thereto,  as  well  as  to  such  additional  resolutions  that  the  Airport 
Commission  may  adopt  for  the  purpose  of  implementing  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the 
Bonds,  the  execution  of  the  Swap  Transactions,  and  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the 
Variable  Rate  Bond  Documents  and  the  Swap  Documents.

WHEREAS,  The  project  approvals  listed  in  Attachment  A  (the  "Actions")  are  part  of  a 
series  of  related  and  collateral  actions  that  constitute  a  program  of  redevelopment  for  the 
Hunters  Point  Shipyard  Redevelopment  Area  and  these  actions  in  combination  with  the 
Redevelopment  Plan  are  the  Project,  as  more  particularly  defined  in  Attachment  A  (the 
"CEQA  Findings").  A  copy  of  said  Attachment  is  attached  hereto,  incorporated  herein  by 

reference,  and  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.    Q41533  ; 

and 

WHEREAS,  A  joint  Draft  Environmental  Impact  Statement/Environmental  Impact 
Report  ("DEIS/DEIR")  was  prepared  and  issued  for  distribution  to  the  public  on  November  14, 
1997  by  the  Navy  along  with  the  City  (through  its  Planning  Department),  and  the  Agency;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  DEIS/DEIR  was  prepared  and  circulated  in  accordance  with  the 
National  Environmental  Policy  Act,  42  U.S.C.A.  Sections  4321-4370  d  ("NEPA"),  CEQA,  and 
the  CEQA  Guidelines,  and  four  public  hearings  were  held  on  December  1 0  and  11,1 997  and 
January  13  and  15,  1998;  and 

WHEREAS,  As  a  result  of  public  testimony,  the  Navy,  the  City,  and  the  Agency  jointly 
decided  that  a  Revised  DEIS/DEIR  should  be  prepared  and  circulated  for  further  public  review 
and  comment  which  Revised  DEIS/DEIR  was  published  for  such  review  on  November  3,  1998

WHEREAS,  By  Motion  No.  14981  and  Resolution  No.  11-2000  the  Planning 
Commission  and  the  Agency  Commission  also  found  that  the  FEIR  was  adequate,  accurate 
and  objective,  reflected  the  independent  judgment  of  each  Commission  and  the  summary  of 
Comments  and  Responses  contained  no  significant  revisions  to  the  Draft  Environmental 
Impact  Report;  adopted  findings  of  significant  impacts  associated  with  the  Redevelopment 
Plan  and  certified  the  completion  of  the  FEIR  for  the  Redevelopment  Plan  in  compliance  with 
CEQA  and  the  CEQA  Guidelines,  and  Chapter  31  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code; 
and, 
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WHEREAS,  On  February  8,  2000,  the  Agency  Commission  by  Resolution  12-2000 
reviewed  and  considered  the  FEIR  and  adopted  environmental  findings  with  respect  to  the 
FEIR,  including  a  statement  of  overriding  consideration  and  a  mitigation  monitoring  and 
reporting  program,  as  required  by  CEQA.  Said  Resolution  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference 
and  a  copy  of  the  resolution  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No. 
041533      ;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  November  19,  2003,  the  Planning  Department  issued  an  memorandum 
pursuant  to  CEQA  Guidelines  Section  15164  ("Addendum")  to  the  FEIR  finding  that  no 
changes  have  occurred  that  would  indicate  new  significant  impacts  not  identified  in  the  FEIR, 
and  no  new  mitigation  measures  would  be  necessary  to  reduce  significant  impacts;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Addendum  prepared  by  the  Planning  Department  further  found  that 
no  changes  have  occurred  with  respect  to  circumstances  surrounding  the  Project  that  would

WHEREAS,  a  Notice  of  Determination  was  issued  by  the  Planning  Department  for  the 
Project  on  May  5,  2004;  and 

WHEREAS,  since  the  issuance  of  the  Addendum  no  changes  have  occurred  with 
respect  to  circumstances  surrounding  the  Project  that  would  cause  significant  environmental 
impacts  not  analyzed  in  the  FEIR,  and  no  new  information  has  become  available  that  shows 
that  the  Project  would  cause  significant  environmental  impacts;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  FEIR  files  and  Addendum  and  other  Redevelopment  Plan-related 
Department  files  are  available  for  review  by  this  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  public.  The 
Planning  Department  files  are  available  at  1660  Mission  Street  and  the  Agency  files  are 
available  at  770  Golden  Gate  Avenue.  Those  files  are  part  of  the  record  before  this  Board  of 
Supervisors  and  are  incorporated  by  reference  herein;  and,

[Exclusive  Negotiating  Agreement  for  Development  of  the  Old  Mint] 

Resolution  extending  the  expiration  date  of  the  Exclusive  Negotiating  Agreement 
between  the  City  and  the  San  Francisco  Museum  and  Historical  Society  for  the 
development  of  the  Old  Mint. 

WHEREAS,  The  Old  Mint,  located  at  88  Fifth  Street  in  San  Francisco,  is  considered 
one  of  the  last  major  Greek  Revival  buildings  in  the  country  associated  with  federal 
architecture,  is  San  Francisco's  oldest  stone  structure,  and  was  designated  a  National  Historic 
Landmark  in  1961;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  August  1 ,  2001 ,  the  Mayor  established  the  Old  Mint  Task  Force  to 
gather  public  input  and  provide  expert  advice  regarding  the  development  of  the  Old  Mint,  and 
opinion;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Old  Mint  Task  Force  advised  City  staff  on  the  form  and  content  of  a 
Request  for  Proposals  ("RFP")  soliciting  development  plans  for  the  rehabilitation  and  reuse  of 
the  Old  Mint  and,  in  April  of  2002,  the  City  issued  the  RFP;  and, 

WHEREAS,  After  a  review  committee  established  by  the  City  evaluated  all  three 
responses  to  the  RFP,  on  January  29,  2003,  the  Task  Force  recommended  that  the  City 
commence  exclusive  negotiations  with  the  San  Francisco  Museum  and  Historical  Society 
("SFMH"),  the  highest  ranked  respondent  to  the  RFP,  for  the  development  of  the  Old  Mint; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  In  August  of  2003,  the  City  acquired  ownership  of  the  Old  Mint  from  the 
Federal  Government;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  July  9,  2003,  City  staff  and  SFMH  entered  into  an  exclusive  negotiating 
agreement  ("ENA"),  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  030794, 
that,  among  other  things,  precludes  the  City  from  negotiating  with  any  entity  other  than  SFMH 
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for  the  development  of  the  Old  Mint  for  a  period  of  ten  months  (the  "Initial  Term"),  which  term 
may  be  extended  for  up  to  two,  three-month  periods  (the  "Additional  Extensions")  without 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Initial  Term  of  the  ENA  expired  on  May  9,  2004,  and  the  Director  of 
the  Mayor's  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce  Development  waived  the  $25,000  extension 
fee  payment  and  consented  to  and  approved  the  Additional  Extensions,  resulting  in  an  ENA 
expiration  date  of  November  9,  2004;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  SFMH  would  like  to  extend  the  term  of  the  ENA  by  an 
additional  six  months  to  permit  the  completion  of  all  required  environmental  review  and 
development  documents  and  the  satisfaction  of  other  milestones  set  forth  in  the  ENA  for  the 
development  of  the  Old  Mint;  and 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  Section  1 3  of  the  ENA,  any  cumulative  extension  of  the  ENA 
term  beyond  the  Additional  Extensions  shall  require  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors;

[Supporting  AB19  -  Religious  Freedom  and  Civil  Marriage  Act] 

Resolution  urging  the  California  Assembly  and  Senate  and  the  Governor  of  California 
to  support  Assembly  Bill  19  (AB19),  the  "Religious  Freedom  and  Civil  Marriage  Act", 
which  defines  marriage  as  a  civil  contract  between  two  people. 

WHEREAS,  Existing  law  provides  that  marriage  is  a  personal  relation  arising  out  of  a 

civil  contract  between  a  man  and  a  woman;  and 

WHEREAS,  From  1850  to  1977,  the  statutory  definition  of  marriage  in  California  was 

gender-neutral,  containing  no  reference  to  "man"  or  "woman";  and 

WHEREAS,  In  1948,  the  California  Supreme  Court  became  the  first  state  court  in  the 

country  to  strike  down  a  law  prohibiting  interracial  marriage  and  the  only  state  supreme  court 

to  do  so  before  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  invalidated  all  those  laws  in  1967;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Supreme  Court  held  that,  "marriage  is  something  more  than 
a  civil  contract  subject  to  regulation  by  the  state  and  it  is  a  fundamental  right  of  free  men  and 
legislation  infringing  such  rights  must  be  based  upon  more  than  prejudice  and  must  be  free 
from  oppressive  discrimination  to  comply  with  the  constitutional  requirement  of  due  process 
and  equal  protection  of  the  laws"  (Perez  v.  Sharp  1948);  and 

WHEREAS,  In  1977,  the  Legislature  amended  the  state's  marriage  law  to  specify  that, 
since,  as  a  matter  of  state  law,  the  gender-neutral  definition  of  marriage  could  permit  same- 
sex  couples  to  marry  and  have  access  to  equal  rights,  the  gender-neutral  definition  would  be 
changed.  The  gender-specific  definition  of  marriage  that  the  Legislature  adopted  specifically 
discriminated  in  favor  of  different-sex  couples  and,  consequently,  discriminated  and  continues 
to  discriminate  against  same-sex  couples;  and 

whereas,  The  highest  courts  in  three  states,  Hawaii,  Vermont,  and  Massachusetts, 
have  held  that  denying  the  legal  rights  and  obligations  of  marriage  to  same-sex  couples  is 
constitutionally  suspect  or  impermissible  under  their  respective  state  constitutions;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  highest  courts  in  seven  Canadian  provinces  have  similarly  ruled 
that  marriage  laws  that  discriminate  in  favor  of  different-sex  couples  to  the  exclusion  of  same- 
sex  couples  violate  the  rights  of  same-sex  couples  and  cannot  stand;  and 

WHEREAS,  California's  discriminatory  exclusion  of  same-sex  couples  from  marriage 
violates  the  California  Constitution's  guarantee  of  due  process,  privacy,  equal  protection  of  the 
law,  and  free  expression  by  arbitrarily  denying  equal  marriage  rights  to  lesbian,  gay,  and 
bisexual  individuals;  and 

WHEREAS,  California's  discriminatory  exclusion  of  same-sex  couples  from  marriage 
harms  same-sex  couples  and  their  families  by  denying  those  couples  and  their  families 
specific  legal  rights  and  responsibilities  under  state  law  and  by  depriving  members  of  those 
couples  and  their  families  of  a  legal  basis  to  challenge  federal  laws  that  deny  access  to  the 
many  important  federal  benefits  and  obligations  provided  only  to  spouses.  Those  federal 
benefits  include  the  right  to  file  joint  federal  income  tax  returns,  the  right  to  sponsor  a  partner 
for  immigration  to  the  United  States,  the  right  to  Social  Security  survivor  benefits,  the  right  to

Phase  One  Improvements,  and  making  environmental  findings. 

WHEREAS,  On  July  14,  1997,  by  Ordinance  No.  285-97,  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
approved  a  Redevelopment  Plan  for  the  Hunters  Point  Shipyard  ("Redevelopment  Plan");  and 

WHEREAS,  In  accordance  with  the  actions  contemplated  herein,  this  Board  adopted 

Resolution  No.  ,  concerning  findings  pursuant  to  the  California  Environmental 

Quality  Act  (California  Public  Resources  Code  sections  21000  et  seq.).  Said  Resolution  is  on 
file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  Q41533      and  is  incorporated 
herein  by  reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  order  to  facilitate  the  implementation  of  the  Redevelopment  Plan,  the 
Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  ("Agency")  and 
Lennar/BVHP  LLC,  a  California  limited  liability  company  doing  business  as  Lennar/BVHP 
Partners  (the  "Developer")  have  entered  into  a  Disposition  and  Development  Agreement  for 
Hunters  Point  Phase  1  (the  "Phase  1  DDA"),  dated  as  of  December  2,  2003,  regarding  the 
development  of  the  area  subject  to  the  Phase  1  DDA  by  the  Developer  and  its  Transferees  as 
defined  and  permitted  under  the  Phase  1  DDA.

Resolution  imposing  for  twelve  months  interim  zoning  controls  on  specific  lots  within 
Showplace  Square  generally  bounded  by  7th,  Bryant,  Potrero  and  25th  Streets  and 
within  the  area  identified  as  Production  Cluster  on  the  accompanying  map  that  would 
(a)  consider  production,  distribution  and  repair  (PDR)  a  principal  use  if  PDR  activities 
occupy  50  percent  or  more  of  the  total  occupied  space  of  the  property,  (b)  permit 
office,  retail  and  housing  uses  subject  to  certain  conditions,  and  (c)  permit 
displacement  of  PDR  space  or  demolition  of  an  industrial  building  only  if  it  is 
demonstrated  that  the  building  is  unsound  or  if  the  new  building  increases  the  amount 
of  PDR  space;  imposing  the  same  controls  as  nonbinding  policies  on  specific  lots 
within  the  Showplace  Square  area  that  are  identified  as  Design  Cluster  on  the 
accompanying  map,  except  that  design  PDR  are  strongly  encouraged  and  the 
displacement  of  PDR  space  and  demolition  of  an  industrial  building  are  particularly 
discouraged  in  the  case  of  an  historical  brick  building;  Adopting  Findings. 

WHEREAS.  In  1998  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Department  commissioned  Hausrath 
Economics  Group  to  conduct  an  economic  analysis  of  the  supply  and  demand  for  production, 
distribution,  and  repair  (PDR)  uses  in  San  Francisco:  and. 

WHEREAS.  In  1999  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Department  produced  an  analysis  of 
the  City's  industrially-zoned  areas  entitled  "Zoning  Options  for  Industrial  Land":  and. 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Planning  Commission  adopted  interim  zoning  controls 
for  the  protection  of  San  Francisco's  industrial  lands  in  1999  based  on  the  Hausrath 
Economics  Group  analysis,  the  Planning  Department's  "Zoning  Options  for  Industrial  Land." 
and  public  testimony:  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  controls  adopted  by  the  Planning  Commission  expired  in  2001  but 
have  yet  to  be  replaced  with  permanent  zoning;  and, 

WHEREAS,  There  is  a  limited  supply  of  land  for  production,  distribution,  and  repair 
(PDR)  activities,  which  are  critical  in  supporting  multiple  industries  within  the  San  Francisco 
economy  such  as  tourism,  finance,  and  professional  services;  and, 

WHEREAS,  PDR  businesses  are  an  important  sector  of  San  Francisco's  economic 
base,  supporting  the  local  economy  when  other  sectors  experience  slowed  growth  or  decline; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  Multiple  industrial  realtors  report  that  San  Francisco  has  had,  and 
continues  to  have,  the  highest  occupancy  rates  in  the  Bay  Area;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Many  PDR  businesses  use  industrial  buildings  and  are  located  on 
industrially-zoned  land;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Land  zoned  for  PDR  uses  provides  space  for  future  industries  that  may 
provide  an  economic  catalyst  for  the  City  to  locate  and  grow;  and. 

WHEREAS,  Only  3%  of  San  Francisco's  land  is  available  to  support  PDR  businesses, 
and  these  businesses  account  for  11%  of  San  Francisco's  employment;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Planning  Department  reports  that  Showplace  Square  represents  7% 
of  the  City's  land  devoted  to  PDR  uses  but  1 2%  of  PDR  jobs,  or  approximately  6,400  jobs; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Association  of  Bay  Area  Governments  (ABAG)  projects  approximately 
18,000  new  PDR  jobs  in  San  Francisco  between  2000  and  2025,  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Planning  Department  found  that  over  1 ,000  new  PDR  businesses 
located  in  the  City's  eastern  neighborhoods  between  2000  and  2003,  including  184  in 
Showplace  Square;  and, 
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WHEREAS.  The  economic  analysis  of  the  supply  and  demand  for  space  for  PDR  uses 
in  San  Francisco,  performed  bv  Hausrath  Economics  Group  in  1998.  is  now  dated  and  in 
need  of  updating:  and. 

WHEREAS,  Showplace  Square  is  one  of  the  largest  clusters  of  design-related  PDR 
businesses  in  the  United  States;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Arts  activities — a  thriving  element  of  San  Francisco  that  contributes  to 
tourism  and  to  attracting  new  businesses  and  new  industries  to  the  City — are  also  in  need  of 
attention/protection;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Areas  of  San  Francisco  zoned  for  PDR  house  a  significant  portion  of  arts- 
related  industries,  including  studios,  design  and  production  facilities,  and  graphic  arts  facilities; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Commerce  &  Industry  Element  of  the  General  Plan  calls  for  a 
balanced  economy  in  which  good-paying  jobs  are  available  for  the  widest  breadth  of  the  San 
Francisco  labor  force;  and, 

WHEREAS,  According  to  a  2002  survey  conducted  by  the  Planning  Department,  over 
half  of  the  300  PDR  businesses  surveyed  reported  that  the  majority  of  their  employees  lived  in 
San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  PDR  businesses  often  provide  their  workers  with  a  wage,  benefits,  and 
opportunities  for  advancement  superior  to  service  sector  businesses;  and, 

WHEREAS,  PDR  businesses  offer  employment  opportunities  for  people  of  all  skills  and 
educational  attainment  levels  and  for  individuals  for  whom  English  is  a  second  language;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Research  has  shown  that  the  loss  of  PDR  jobs  has  had  a  disproportionate 
impact  on  minorities  and  immigrant  populations;  and, 

WHEREAS,  There  are  a  number  of  non-PDR  projects  proposing  to  locate  in  PDR 
areas  and  that  are  seeking  site  specific  rezoning  where  a  number  of  zoning  options  are  still 
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under  consideration  by  the  Planning  Commission  as  part  of  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods  and 
Better  Neighborhood  rezoning  processes;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Many  of  the  proposed  projects  would  introduce  housing  adjacent  to  or  in 
close  proximity  to  existing  PDR  businesses;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Some  PDR  activities  are  not  compatible  with  housing  and  conflicts  arise 
without  proper  land  use  planning  for  both  uses;  and, 

WHEREAS,  City  Planning  Code  Section  306.7  authorizes  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to 
impose  interim  controls  temporarily  suspending  the  processing  of  permits  and  other  land  use 
authorizations  in  conflict  with  a  contemplated  zoning  proposal  which  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
the  Planning  Commission,  or  the  Planning  Department  is  considering  or  intends  to  study 
within  a  reasonable  period  of  time;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Interim  controls  are  authorized  to  control  uses  which  are  having  an 
adverse  impact  on  areas  of  mixed  residential  and  commercial  uses  in  order  to  preserve  the 
existing  character  of  such  neighborhoods  and  areas;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Interim  controls  are  authorized  to  conserve  the  commerce  and  industry  of 
the  City  in  order  to  maintain  the  economic  vitality  of  the  City,  to  provide  its  citizens  with 
adequate  jobs  and  business  opportunities,  and  to  maintain  adequate  services  for  its  residents, 
visitors,  businesses  and  institutions;  and, 

WHEREAS,  These  interim  controls  are  necessary  in  order  to  direct  office  development 
into  the  Downtown  core  where  there  is  transit  capacity,  and  to  prevent  displacement  of  other 
viable  economic  uses  which  provide  needed  services  and  employment  to  San  Francisco 
residents  until  the  permanent  zoning  is  put  into  effect;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that  these  interim  controls  enhance  and

No  City  agency,  board,  commission,  officer,  or  employee  may  approve  any  demolition 
permit,  site  permit  building  permit,  grading  permit,  conditional  use  authorization,  or  any  other 
land  use  entitlement  inconsistent  with  the  following  controls  as  long  as  they  are  in  effect. 

(a)  "Core,"  "medium,"  and  "light"  PDR  activities  are  permitted. 

(b)  PDR  activities  are  not  further  limited  in  use  size  or  lot  size  beyond  current 
Planning  Code  requirements. 

(c)  PDR  activity  is  considered  a  principal  use  if  production,  distribution  and  repair 
activities  occupy  50  percent  (50%)  or  more  of  the  total  occupied  space  of  said  property. 

(d)  Displacement  of  PDR  space  or  demolition  of  an  industrial  building  is  permitted 
only  if  it  is  demonstrated  that  the  building  is  unsound  or  if  the  new  building  increases  the 
amount  of  PDR  space  by  two  and  a  half  (2.5)  times  the  amount  of  PDR  space  that  currently 
exists  on  the  site.  Unsoundness  is  determined  when  the  upgrade  costs  exceed  50  percent 
(50%)  of  the  costs  to  replace  a  structure  with  one  similar  to  it.  If  the  space  is  deemed 
unsound  and  is  replaced,  it  shall  be  replaced  at  a  ratio  of  one  (1 )  square  foot  of  existing  PDR 
space  to  one  (1)  square  foot  of  new  PDR  space. 

(e)  New  housing  is  permitted  under  the  following  conditions. 

(i)      As  accessory  to  permitted  uses,  defined  as  occupying  no  more  than  25  percent 
(25%)  of  gross  floor  area: 

a.  Manager  residence.  One  dwelling  unit  to  serve  as  manager's  residence  for  a 
permitted  hotel,  motel,  or  group  housing  structure 

b.  Artist  workspace.  In  any  C  or  M  district,  dwelling  units  that  are  integrated 
into  the  working  space  of  artists,  artisans  and  other  crafts  persons  are 
permitted.  No  more  than  four  adults  may  occupy  this  accessory  space,  and 
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the  occupancy  must  meet  all  applicable  provisions  of  the  Building  and 
Housing  Codes. 

c.  Caretaker  unit.  One  dwelling  is  allowed  as  a  caretaker  residence  when  such 
occupancy  is  necessary  for  the  primary  activity  on  site. 

(ii)  Contained  within  a  permitted  institutional  use. 

(iii)  For  new  housing  that  does  not  satisfy  conditions  (i)  or  (ii)  above,  four  (4)  square 
feet  of  PDR  space  is  required  for  every  one  (1)  square  foot  of  residential  use. 

(f)  Office  uses  are  permitted  up  to  5,000  sq.  ft.  in  size. 

(g)  Retail  uses  are  permitted  up  to  5,000  sq.  ft.  in  size. 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  above  controls  shall  be  applied  as  nonbinding 
policies  by  the  Planning  Commission  and  the  Board  of  Appeals  on  appeal  to  the  following

WHEREAS,  CBS  and  NBC  have  declined  to  air  a  United  Church  of  Christ  (UCC) 
television  advertisement  that  states  the  UCC's  welcoming  and  acceptance  of  same-sex 
couples;  and 

WHEREAS,  according  to  a  UCC  statement,  the  ad  states  that  the  church  seeks  to 
welcome  all  people,  regardless  of  ability,  age,  race,  economic  circumstance  or  sexual

WHEREAS,  CBS  and  NBC  rejected  airing  the  TV  ad  based  on  a  company  policy  of  not 
accepting  advocacy  ads,  and  issue-oriented  ads  on  issues  that  are  publicly  controversial;  and 

WHEREAS,  CBS  stated  that,  "Because  this  commercial  touches  on  the  exclusion  of 
gay  couples... and  the  fact  the  executive  branch  has  recently  proposed  a  constitutional 
amendment  to  define  marriage  as  a  union  between  a  man  and  a  woman,  this  spot  is 
unacceptable  for  broadcast";  and 

WHEREAS,  CBS  and  NBC  are  mistaken  in  their  belief  that  the  Executive  Branch  of  the

Resolution  supporting  smoke  free  movies. 

WHEREAS,  tobacco  use  is  the  number  one  preventable  cause  of  death  and  disability; 

and, 

WHEREAS  youth  ages  12-20  are  one-sixth  of  the  population  but  buy  more  than  a 
quarter  of  all  movie  tickets;  and, 

WHEREAS  half  the  tobacco  shots  in  the  ten  top-grossing  movies  released  from  May 
2002  to  May  2003  were  in  youth-accessible  and  youth-marketed  G,  PG  and  PG  13  films;  and, 

WHEREAS  80  percent  of  all  U.S.  live  action  PG-13  movies  and  50%  of  G/PG 
movies1999-  2003  featured  tobacco;  and  85  percent  of  the  twenty-five  top  grossing 
Hollywood  films  from  1988  to  1997  dramatized  the  use  of  tobacco,  the  highest  rate  in  half  a 
century;  and, 

WHEREAS  exposure  to  smoking  in  movies  recruits  more  than  half  (52%)  of  new 
adolescent  smokers;  and, 

WHEREAS  every  day  1 ,070  teens  light  up  their  first  cigarettes  because  of  smoking  in

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WHEREAS  the  World  Health  Organization,  American  Medical  Association,  American 
Academy  of  Pediatrics,  American  Legacy  Foundation,  American  Heart  Association,  American 
Lung  Association,  American  Academy  of  Allergy,  Asthma,  and  Immunology,  Society  for 
Adolescent  Medicine  and  others  -  including  the  Los  Angeles  Department  of  Health  Services, 
US  Public  Interest  Research  Group  and  Interfaith  Center  for  Corporate  Responsibility  —  have 
endorsed  the  smokefree  movies  solution;  and, 

WHEREAS  twenty-seven  state  Attorneys  General  have  written  the  Motion  Picture 
Association  of  America  urging  Hollywood  to  play  an  active  role  in  reducing  the  number  of

Rate  New  Smoking  Movies  "R":  Any  film  that  shows  or  implies  tobacco  should  be 
rated  "R."  The  only  exceptions  should  be  when  the  presentation  of  tobacco  clearly  and 
unambiguously  reflects  the  dangers  and  consequences  of  tobacco  use  or  is  necessary  to 
represent  smoking  of  a  real  historical  figure. 

Certify  No  Pay-Offs:  The  producers  should  post  a  certificate  in  the  credits  at  the  end 
of  the  movie  declaring  that  nobody  on  the  production  received  anything  of  value  (cash  money, 
free  cigarettes  or  other  gifts,  free  publicity,  interest-free  loans  or  anything  else)  from  anyone  in

School  District  are  exposed  to  high  levels  of  violence  in  their  communities  and  are  at  great 
risk  for  developing  post  traumatic  stress  symptoms  and  a  cluster  of  behavioral  and  cognitive 
difficulties;  and 

WHEREAS,  Stress  triggered  by  traumatic  experiences  can  result  in  Posttraumatic 
Stress  Disorder,  Depressive  Disorder,  Attention  Deficit  Hyperactivity  Disorder,  Phobia,  Social 
Separation  Anxiety  Disorder  in  addition  heighten  irritability/anger,  distressing  dreams  and 
social  detachment;  and 

WHEREAS,  Victor  Carrion,  MD,  a  child  psychiatrist  at  Stanford  Medical  Center,  has 
conducted  research  studies  that  show  children  who  are  exposed  to  early  life  stressors  can 
develop  Post  Traumatic  Stress  Disorders  and  Symptoms,  which  can  lead  to  adverse 
structural  changes  within  the  development  of  the  brain,  as  well  as  heightened  adrenal  activity; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  Dr,  Carrion's  work  shows  that  these  physiological  effects  on  children  can 
impair  thought  processes  such  as  attention  and  executive  functioning,  which  in  turn  can  have 
a  direct  negative  impact  on  behavior  and  learning.  This  is  often  exhibited  by  hyper-arousal, 
over  stimulation,  short  attention  span,  hyper-vigilance,  impuisivity,  and  low  tolerance  for 
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frustration;  and, 

WHEREAS,  PATHS,  Promoting  Alternative  Thinking  Strategies,  is  a  nationally 
recognized  and  effective  elementary  school  curriculum  that  boosts  children's  social  and 
emotional  skills  and  has  shown  to  reduce  student's  aggressive  behavior,  increase  self-control, 
increase  vocabulary  to  express  emotions  and  their  scores  on  cognitive  skills  as  well  as 
improving  students  ability  to  tolerate  frustration  and  willingness  to  use  effective  conflict 
resolution  strategies;  and 

WHEREAS,  Whereas,  WestEd,  a  nationally  recognized  educational  research  and 
service  organization  located  in  San  Francisco  has  conducted  numerous  studies  on  how 
to  improve  teaching  and  learning  and  whose  mission  is  success  for  every  learner;  and, 

WHEREAS,  through  the  leadership  and  support  of  District  Attorney  Kamala  D.  Harris,

Resolution  urging  the  California  Department  of  Transportation  and  members  of  the 
California  Assembly  and  Senate  to  name  the  new  additions  to  the  San  Francisco  Bay 
Bridge  in  honor  of  Emperor  Norton  I,  Emperor  of  the  United  States  and  Protector  of 
Mexico. 

WHEREAS,  Joshua  Abraham  Norton,  an  member  of  Gold  Rush  San  Francisco's 
business  community,  social  set  and  the  Committee  of  Vigilance  did,  due  to  a  total  reversal  of 
fortunes  in  the  early  1850s,  become  mentally  imbalanced  and  supplanted  a  pursuit  of  wealth 
with  a  care  for  people;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  September  17,  1859,  Joshua  Abraham  Norton  proclaimed  himself 
Norton  I,  Emperor  of  the  United  States  in  order  to  calm  public  fear  of  national  political  crisis; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  Emperor  Norton  recognized  that  the  American  nation  had  become 
composed  of  individuals  representing  nearly  all  the  world's  nationalities  and  religions  and 
worked  to  bring  harmony  to  the  various  factions  in  society  until  his  untimely  death  on  January 
8,  1880;  and, 

WHEREAS,  His  Majesty  did  work  for  universal  religious  tolerance  by  attending  all 
churches  and  opposed  the  enforcement  of  state  Sunday  Laws  which  discriminated  against 
Germans  and  Jews;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Emperor  Norton  fought  for  cultural  diversity  in  schools  when  he  argued 
that  teaching  students  to  speak  French  and  German  was  absolutely  necessary  to  preserve 


the  language  of  their  parents;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  When  iron  men  who  sailed  wooden  ships  went  on  strike  for  a  living  wage, 
Emperor  Norton  anticipated  legendary  Harry  Bridges  and  called  on  ship  owners  to  do  justice, 
thereby  enabling  San  Francisco  to  emerge  as  a  strong  union  town;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Emperor  Norton  worked  tirelessly  for  civil  rights  when  he  commanded  the 
arrest  of  all  who  refused  to  allow  African  Americans  to  ride  public  streetcars,  demanded  their 
admission  to  the  public  schools,  and  named  the  African-American  newspaper  Pacific  Appeal 
his  Imperial  Gazette;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Emperor  Norton  preceded  the  state  five  full  years  when  he  commanded 
that  the  evidence  of  Chinese  be  taken  in  all  Courts  of  Law  and  Justice,  and  furthermore 
pronounced  that  "the  eyes  of  the  EMPEROR  will  be  upon  anyone  who  shall  council  any 
outrage  or  wrong  on  the  Chinese";  and, 

WHEREAS,  When  His  Majesty  recognized  that  great  injustice  had  been  done  to  Native 
Americans,  he  made  known  his  intention  to  have  publicly  punished  all  Indian  agents  and 
other  parties  connected  with  frauds  against  the  Indian  tribes;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  March  23,  1872,  Emperor  Norton  ordered  in  a  newspaper  decree  "that 
a  suspension  bridge  be  built  from  Oakland  Point  to  Goat  [Yerba  Buena]  Island  and  thence  to 
Telegraph  Hill"  by  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco  and  Oakland;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Board  decrees  that  the  future  additions  to  the  San  Francisco 
Bay  Bridge  be  designated  "The  Emperor  Norton  Bridge";  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  this  Board  urges  the  City  of  Oakland,  which  Emperor 
Norton  frequently  visited,  to  join  in  this  endeavor;  and,  be  it

[Establishing  an  Arts  Task  Force  to  Advise  Board  of  Supervisors  and  Mayor.] 

Resolution  establishing  an  Arts  Task  Force  to  make  recommendations  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  and  Mayor  and  setting  forth  the  membership  and  duties  of  the  Task  Force. 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  has  a  significant  arts  industry  with  an  estimated  annual 
economic  impact  of  $1.4  Billion;  and 

WHEREAS,  three  of  the  four  leading  candidates  for  Mayor  of  San  Francisco 
in  the  2003  election  (including  Mayor  Newsom)  ran  on  a  platform  that  included  reviewing  the 
structure  and  priorities  of  San  Francisco's  not-for-profit  arts  industry  upon  attaining  office;  and, 

WHEREAS,  in  response  to  public  requests,  the  Board  of  Supervisors'  Rules  Committee 
held  a  hearing  on  the  issue  of  the  Mayor's  recommendation  to  merge  Grants  for  the  Arts  and 
the  Arts  Commission,  and  much  testimony  was  given  in  support  of  forming  a  task  force  to 
discuss  the  issue  of  arts  infrastructure;  and, 

WHEREAS,  in  response  to  the  above  listed  conditions,  a  coalition  of  artists  and  not-for- 
profit  arts  organizations,  has  been  meeting  and  has  made  recommendations  urging  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  and  the  Mayor  to  create  an  Arts  Task  Force  comprising  of  leaders  of  the  artist 
community,  including  not-for-profit  arts  organizations  and  individual  artists,  community  leaders 
and  various  city  departments,  to  review  the  structure  of  San  Francisco's  not-for-profit  arts 
industry  as  a  means  of  updating  and  better  coordinating  San  Francisco's  arts  infrastructure 
and  priorities;  and 

WHEREAS,  a  number  of  City  or  other  governmental  agencies  have  an  impact  on  arts 
organizations  and  artists  in  San  Francisco,  including  but  not  limited  to,  the  Department  of 
Administrative  Services,  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce  Development,  the 
Mayor's  Office  of  Community  Development,  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Neighborhood  Services,  the 
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Planning  Department,  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing,  the  Redevelopment  Agency,  the  Port  of 
San  Francisco,  Department  of  Building  Inspection,  the  Fire  Department,  the  Entertainment 
Commission,  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District,  the  Department  of 
Children/Youth/Families;  and 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  hereby  creates  an  advisory  task  force,  which  shall  be  called  the  Arts  Task  Force 
and  shall  operate  in  accordance  with  the  following  terms  and  conditions: 

(a)  Establishment  of  Task  Force.  There  is  hereby  established  an  Arts  Task 

Force. 

(b)  Task  Force  Membership.  The  Task  Force  shall  consist  of  21  voting  members 
drawn  from  the  not-for-profit  arts  industry  in  San  Francisco.  The  members  shall  consist  of  the 
specified  number  of  representatives  from  each  of  the  following  categories: 

(1)  two  (2)  voting  members  who  are  artists  working  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area; 

(2)  Two  (2)  voting  members  who  serve  as  a  directors,  staff  members  or  board 
members  of  non-profit  arts  organizations  based  in  San  Francisco  with  annual 
budgets  exceeding  5  million  dollars; 

(3)  Two  (2)  voting  members  who  serve  as  directors,  staff  members  or  board 
members  of  non-profit  arts  organizations  based  in  San  Francisco  with  annual 
budgets  between  1  million  dollars  and  5  million  dollars; 

(4)  Two  (2)  voting  members  who  serve  as  a  directors,  staff  members  or  board 
members  a  non-profit  arts  organizations  based  in  San  Francisco  with  annual 
budgets  between  $250,000  and  1  million  dollars. 
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(5)  Two  (2)  voting  members  who  serve  as  a  directors,  staff  members  or  board 
members  of  non-profit  arts  organizations  based  in  San  Francisco  with  annual 
budgets  less  than  $250,000. 

(6)  eleven  (11)  voting  members  who  are  residents  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  with  a  demonstrated  interest  in,  and  knowledge  regarding,  the  non- 
profit arts  industry  in  San  Francisco  and  who  are  familiar  with  the  arts  industry 
and  community  within  their  respective  Supervisorial  District; 

(7)  thirteen  (13)  non-voting  members  as  follows: 

(i)  The  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  or  his  or  her  designee  from  the  Arts 
Commission  staff, 

(ii)  The  Director  of  Grants  for  the  Arts  or  his  or  her  designee  from  the  Grants 
staff, 

(iii)  A  member  of  the  staff  of  the  Department  of  Administrative  Services  who 
is  familiar  with  the  City's  arts  community  and  arts  industry  and  is 
appointed  by  the  Director  of  Administrative  Services; 

(iv)  A  member  of  the  staff  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce 
who  is  familiar  with  the  City's  arts  community  and  arts  industry  and  is 
appointed  by  the  Mayor; 

(v)  A  member  of  the  staff  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Community  Development, 
who  is  familiar  with  the  City's  arts  community  and  arts  industry  and  is 
appointed  by  the  Mayor, 

(vi)  A  member  of  the  staff  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Neighborhood  Services 
who  is  familiar  with  the  City's  arts  community  and  arts  industry  and  is 
appointed  by  the  Mayor 
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(vii)  the  President  of  the  Arts  Commission,  or  his  or  her  designee  from  the 
Commission; 

(viii)  A  member  of  the  Grants  for  the  Arts  Advisory  Committee,  appointed  by 
the  Director  of  Grants  for  the  Arts 

(ix)  The  Director  of  the  Fine  Arts  Museums,  or  his  or  her  designee  from  the 
Fine  Arts  Museums  Board  of  Trustees  or  Fine  Arts  Museums  staff. 

(x)  The  Director  of  the  Asian  Art  Museum,  or  his  or  her  designee  from  the 
Asian  Art  Commission  or  Asian  Art  Museum  staff. 

(xi)  The  Managing  Director  of  the  War  Memorial  and  Performing  Arts  Center, 
or  his  or  her  designee  from  the  War  Memorial  Board  of  Trustees  or  War 
Memorial  staff; 

(xii)  A  representative  from  the  Convention  and  Visitors  Bureau  Arts  and 
Tourism  Program,  appointed  by  the  director  of  the  Convention  and 
Visitors  Bureau. 

(xiii)  A  representative  of  a  charitable  foundation  that  provides  funding  for  the 
arts,  appointed  by  the  Mayor. 

The  voting  members  in  Categories  1  through  5,  above,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  and  the  Mayor.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  appoint  one  member  in  each  of 
these  categories  and  the  Mayor  shall  appoint  one  member  in  each  of  these  categories.  With 
respect  to  the  voting  members  in  Category  6,  each  member  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall 
appoint  one  member  to  the  Task  Force  and  may  give  preference  to  individuals  residing  in  his 
or  her  respective  Supervisorial  District.  The  non-voting  members  shall  be  appointed  as 
specified  above.  All  appointments  shall  be  made  within  thirty  days  after  the  effective  date  of 
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this  Resolution  and  thereafter,  as  provided  in  Subparagraph  (c)  "Term  of  Office."  Each  Task 
Force  member  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  appointing  authority. 

In  making  appointments,  the  appointing  officials  shall  take  into  consideration  City  policy 
that  the  members  of  all  boards,  commissions  and  committees  be  broadly  representative  of  the 
diversity  in  ethnicity,  race,  age  and  sexual  orientation  of  the  City  and  County  and  have 
representation  of  both  sexes 

(c)  Term  of  Office.  Members  shall  serve  a  term  of  six  months.  The  first  six  month 
term  for  all  members  shall  begin  upon  the  date  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  certifies 
to  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  that  all  members  of  the  Task  Force  have  been 
appointed  following  the  adoption  of  this  Ordinance.  Members  shall  conduct  the  first  meeting 
of  the  Task  Force  within  thirty  days  of  the  appointment  of-a  quorum  of  (eleven  of)  the  21 
voting  members.  In  the  event  a  vacancy  in  Task  Force  membership  occurs,  the  successor  to 
the  vacant  position  shall  be  appointed  to  complete  the  unexpired  term  of  the  office  vacated  in 
the  same  manner  used  to  select  the  previous  occupant  of  that  position,  consistent  with 
subparagraph  (b). 

(d)  Removal  of  Members.  Any  member  whom  the  Task  Force  certifies  to  have 
missed  three  regularly  scheduled  meetings  of  the  Task  Force  in  any  six-month  period  without 
prior  authorization  of  the  Task  Force  shall  be  deemed  to  have  resigned  from  the  Task  Force 
effective  on  the  date  of  the  written  certification  from  the  Task  Force. 

(e)  Compensation.  Members  of  the  Task  Force  shall  not  be  compensated,  nor 
shall  they  be  reimbursed  for  expenses. 

(f)  Purposes  and  Duties  of  Task  Force.  The  Task  Force  shall  publicly  discuss, 
investigate  and  make  recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  Mayor  whether  and 
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how  to  update  or  restructure  the  various  elements  of  the  City's  agencies,  programs  and 
policies  concerning  the  arts  in  San  Francisco  to  better  achieve  the  goals  of: 

1 .  Sustaining  and  stabilizing  community-based  not-for-profit  arts 
organizations  serving,  celebrating  and  supporting  San  Francisco's  many 
diverse  neighborhoods; 

2.  Building  upon  the  City's  strong  creative  workforce  and  existing  substantial 
arts  economy  to  increase  employment  and  leverage  new  economic 
opportunities; 

3.  Expanding  City  resources  for  low  and  moderate  income  housing  and 
affordable  studios  and  workspaces,  to  help  retain  artists  in  San 
Francisco; 

In  developing  recommendations  for  the  Board  of  Supervisors  regarding  whether  and 
how  to  update  or  restructure  various  elements  of  the  City's  agencies,  programs  and  policies 
concerning  the  arts,  the  Arts  Task  Force  shall  hold  public  meetings,  solicit  suggestions  from 
the  not-for-profit  arts  community  and  make  use  of  existing  studies,  analyses  and  data 
compiled  by  City  agencies  and  other  organizations. 

(g)     Reporting  Requirements.  The  Task  Force  shall  submit  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  initial  written  report  by  April  1 ,  2005,  summarizing  its  preliminary  findings  and 
recommendations  regarding  whether  and  how  to  update  or  restructure  various  elements  of  the 
City's  agencies,  programs  and  policies  concerning  the  arts  in  light  of  the  three  primary  goals 
specified  herein  in  subsection  (f),  and  shall  submit  a  final  written  report  containing  such 
recommendations  and  suggested  methods  of  implementation  within  six  months  of  the  initial 
meeting  of  the  Task  Force.  The  Task  Force  shall  also  submit  copies  of  its  approved,  official 
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meeting  minutes  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  within  1 0  days  of  Task  Force 
approval. 

(h)  Officers.  At  the  initial  meeting  of  the  Task  Force,  the  Task  Force  members 
shall  select  such  officers  as  it  deems  necessary. 

(i)  Staff  Support.  The  Department  of  Administrative  Services  Arts  Commission 
shall  provide  staff  support  and  resources  for  the  Task  Force. 

(j)      Meetings.  The  Task  Force  shall  meet  at  least  monthly.  All  meetings  of  the 
Task  Force,  except  as  provided  by  applicable  laws,  shall  be  open  to  the  public. 

(k)     Establishment  of  Rules  and  Regulations.  The  Task  Force,  which  qualifies  as 
a  Policy  Body  under  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Chapter  67  (the 
"Sunshine  Ordinance"),  shall  establish  rules  and  regulations  for  its  own 
organization  and  procedure  that  are  consistent  with  the  Sunshine  Ordinance  and 
other  laws  governing  the  conduct  of  public  meetings. 
(I)      Sunset  Clause.  The  provisions  of  this  Resolution  and  the  operation  of  the  Task 
Force  shall  expire  on  July  1 ,  2005  unless  otherwise  amended  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors;  and,  be  it 
FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  within  60  days  following  the  Board  of  Supervisors'  receipt 
of  the  final  report  of  the  Arts  Task  Force,  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  shall  calendar 
a  public  hearing  on  such  report.
